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DETAILED ACTION 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Regarding claims 1-4, a method for preparing 
a program can be accomplished solely through mental steps. 

3. Claims 9-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The scope of programs capable of creating another 
program for machining is unclear. This rejection to Claims 9 and 1 1-14 would be 
obviated by deleting the words "for preparing a program" on line 2. In claim 10 it would 
be necessary to additionally delete the words "for preparing a program" on lines 2-3. 

4. Claims 5-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Takegahara et al. in U.S. Patent 
No. 6,356,799. Takegahara et al. discloses using a coreless wire cutting electric 
discharge machine with an NC automatic programming device (e.g. see column 3, lines 
16-30). This program for operating the NC automatic programming device is capable of 
preparing a program for any coreless machine path. Please note that claims 9-14 
would be considered to be allowable over this reference if amended as described above 
in paragraph 3. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Seki et al. in U.S. Patent No. 4,914,599 discloses an automatic 
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programming language for machining, including wire-cut electric discharge machines 
(see column 1,line 30). Seki et al. in U.S. Patent No. 5,113,050 performs coreless 
machining. Yasui in Japan Patent No. 4-189,421 discloses in figure 9 "biting" caused by 
a machining route. Goto in Japan Patent No. 4-1 15,822 discloses setting an optimum 
machining route in a coreless machining method. Gotou in Japan Patent No. 5-277,835 
discloses a program for creating a program used in coreless machining.
